CONSUMPTION OF TOBACCO. 


Daring tho debate in the United States 
Senate concerning the proposed reduction 
of the tax on tobacco, Senator Bayard said 
that 10,000,000 people in this country uge 
that article, and that it can be produced in 
almost every county in the country. The, 
trnth of the last half of this statement we 


| will not pretend to doubt, but the sonator 


has underestimated the ‘number of ‘con- 
aumers by ‘at. least’ 2,000,000 to 3,000,000, 
In the United States the aniount of tobacco 
produced in‘ 1877 was; Untaxed tobacco, 


Jin the leaf; 185,000,000 lbs.; in cigars, 


it of 


0,000,000 Ibs. jin o1garettes, O0U,0U0 Ibs. 
untaxed tobacco, say 40,000,000 Ibs. ; mak- 
ing a total of no less than 195,500,000 Ibs. 
But of this gross amount there wore 
11,600,000 Ibs. of manufactured tobacco 
exported, which leaves. a balance of 
184,000,000 lbs. for consumption. Estimat- 
ing our ‘population at 45,000,000, we find 
that for each head the average consumption 
is over four pounds per anoum. Assuming 


that three-fifths at least of our population. 


are women snd* children, we have ‘but 
18,000,060 adults, of whom not more than 
6,000,000 do not use tobacco in any form, 
This leaves 18,000,000 persons who con- 
aume yearly 163 Ibs.,.or very nearly five 
ounces & week apiece.’ It is very diffloult 
to secure data showing the actual quantity 
of smoking tobacco brought to taxation 
each year, for the-simple reason that no 


such record is kept by the Commissioner- 
.| of Internal Revenue, and the data derived 


from the total quantity of tobacoo brought 
to faxation is defective, as growers of leaf 
can use it free of tax. Members of Con- 
ess, iti their speeches at Washington, 
ave variously estimated the quantity of 
leaf'nsed by producers and others without 
being taxpsid, The highest estimate was 
60,000,000 lbs,, but’ the Revenue’ Depart- 
mont deems this largely-in excess of the 
uantity so used. It is interesting to note 
that the averige consumption of tobacco 
for each head of the population in Germany 
i1877- did not fall Bhort of 6 lbs, In 
England the annual average for eadh person 
is nearly 1¢1b,° In France nearly everybody 
smokes, and in Holland more money is said 
to beepers on fobaceo than on bread.
